The Congressional Medal of Honor 


the highest military honor which can 
! be conferred on an American soldier 
luut been presented to Private Ster- 
ling Morelock, youngest son of Addi- 
son S. Morelock, of Hanover, and for- 
merly of Silver Run. Md. The young 
man's father would have witnessed 
the presentation of the medal, but the 
letter of notification was misdirected 
and did not reach him in time to go 
to Illinois. Before leaving for the 
West, several years ago, young More- 
lock was employed in Hanover as a 
printer. Private Morelock was called 
"for conspicuous gallantry and intre- 
pidity above and beyond the call of 
duty in action w.'th the enemy, near 
Exermont, France, on Oct. 4, 1918." 
Thi& was only seven days before the 
Armistice was signed. He led a pa- 
trol in advance of hi» company under 
intense rifle, artillery and machine 
gun fire, and cleaned out five machine- 
gun nests, of from one to five guns 
each, and held the situation until th,e 
arrival of his comipiany commander 
with reinforcements. He also used 
ten German prisoners, he had captur- 
ed, to cany the wounded to the hos- 
pital.

\Yith the I>evil (vv. 14-23). 
I'.eing un- 


willing to receive Him as the Son of 
God, 
and yet unable to account for 


His mighty works, they declared He 
was casting out demons through I'.eel- 
/ebub, the chief of demons. 
Jesus 


exposed the fallacy of their reasoning 
by showing that in that case Satan 
would be arrayed against himself, and 
therefore would destroy his own king- 
dom. 


2. Kefused to Relieve His Miracles 


(vv. 
29-32). 
They asked for a sign, 


to which He '-eplied that they would 
have a sign from heaven in His death 
and rcs'urrection. 
He reminded them, 


h iwever, that their request showed 
unbelief surpassing that of the beat li- 
en queen .of the South, and the wicked 
people of Nineveh. 


3. Wickedness Denounced (vv. 37- 


f)l). 
He pronounced six woes upon 


those who yerc opposing Him and 
seeking His destruction. 


(1) The Pharisees (vv. 37-41). Tlies"

denounced 
for 
(a) 
punrtii- 


iou>ly observing some minute rites and 
ut the same time breaking the Ten 
Commandments. They carefully tithed 
the small herbs of the. garden, while 
practicing injustice to their 
fello-.v- 


men and withholding love from God. 
He pointed out to them the folly of 
attending to these external acts while 
the heart was tilled with wickedness. 
(b) Desiring public recognition (v. 
43). 
This is a common sin today. 


(c) For feigning humility (v. 44). He 
compares their hypocrisy to gravc.s 
which are on a level with the ground 
and may be stepped upon unconscious- 
ly by someone, and thus defiled. 
We 


can avoid those who make their van- 
ity known by boasting, but some are 
filled with this same wickedness who 
do not thus make it known. 


(2) The Lawyers (vv. 4r>-,">J). Jesus' 


strictures on the hypocritical Phari- 
sees aroused the lawyers, one of whom 
indignantly declared: "Yon are insult- 
ing us also." 
In replying to this 


Christ pronounced three woes upon 
them: (a) for placing burdensome re- 
quirements upon the people to which 
they themselves would not siimbit 
(v. 46). (h) For the murder of Cod's 
prophets (vv. 47-.31). 
He showed 


that their attitude toward Him was 
the same that was .shown to the 
prophets by their fathers, (c) For 
keeping back the knowledge of God 
by false interpretation of the Scrip- 
tures (vv. 
52-54). 
There is 
no 


wickedness perhaps so great as that 
of supposed teachers of God's Word 
who keep its precious truths from 
the people by perverting its meaning.

Parcels to Go by Mall and Expreu 


Need the Careful Attention of 


the Sendf. 


T IS all very well just to wrap 


an ordinary package in pape 
and tie it se<.-urely with 
string, but with u Christmas 
gift it's different. Somehow 
the 
Christmas 
sentirnenl 


oozes out even to the out 
side of the package, and wt 
must take just as much care 


In "doing up" our parcels as In making 
or buying them in the first place. 


Let us be practical, however, first 


of all. 
Let us wrap the parcels, espe 


dally the ones which have to go by 
mail or express, very securely indeed, 
registering them if they are valuable. 
Tissue paper first, and then good, 
strong wrapping paper, tied with stout 
cord or heavy elastic, is the best 
method. 
Reserve ribbons and fancy 


cards for the inside of the package, 
and remember that putting a seal over 
the fastening of a parcel prevents its 
being sent third class. For perishable 
objects use cardboard bonces. 


As for the packages wliich.fl.re to be 


delivered in person, however, or the 
inside of tho&e to be sent by mail or 
express, you may exhaust your in- 
genuity to make them pretty. With a 
box, of course, it Is always easy to 
use holly tissue paper and green and 
red ribbon and a sprig of holly or 
mistletoe; but a wrapped parcel al- 
ways looks more clumsy. 


Wrap the gift first in white tissue

PRACTICALLY FREED 


Helen Gebelman drew a suspended sen- 


tence from Judge Mel'bewon. Friday 
illuming, on the charge of concealing the 
death ol a child, laid against her by the 
Commonwealth utter her acquittal Sept. 
5th on a charge of murdering her infant. 
Miss (jeisi'lman appeared in the court 
room accouipadied by members of her 
family. 
After her plea of guilty to the 


charge had been presented to the court by 
District Attorney Topper. Judge Me- 
PhersoD addressed Miss Geieelmau in low 
tones which were inaudible several feet 
away, but apparently he WHS admonish- 
ing the former uurse, who is now free of 
the law. Ehe suspended sentence amounts 
to practically complete freedom for Miss 
Geiselman. The sentence will noc be in- 
voked unless she is indicted again on a' in- 
lar charges 
There were no spectators in 


the court room when ihe sentence was 
passed. The entire affair came as a sur- 
prise even to those close to activities in 
connectsou with the course ot justice.

The flavor of young hutch rabbits 
somewhat resembles the white meat of 
chicken, and the less tender, but more 
gamey, wild rabbits, well prepared, are 
similar in taste to the darker portions 
of poultry that has been fricasseed 
or cooked in a casserole. 


Appetizing Ways of Cooking. 


Before cooking the rabbit should be 


washed carefully in cold- water and 
patted dry with a clean towel. It may 
then be stuffed and trussed if it is to 
be cooked whole, or rut into eight or 
ten pieces. Young tender rabbits may 
be simply dredged with flour, salt und 
pei/per and fried in four tnblespoon- 
fuls of fut, like fried chicken. 
Sau- 


sage fat gives a particularly good 
flavor to fried rabbit. 
The flavor of 


bacon also combines well with rabbit. 
A cream or brown gravy should be 
made, using the fat in which the rabbit 
was fried. 


Another excellent way to cook a ten- 


der rabbit Is to bake it in cream or 
white sauce. Split the rabbit into two 
halves along the backbone, dredge with 
flour, lay six slices of bacon across it, 
and pour three cupfuls of white sauce 
or three cupfuls of cream over it. Bake 
for 1% hf>iirs, basting frequently. The 
rabbit liver, boiled till tender and 
chopped, may be added to the gravy. 
Smothered 
rabbit 
is 
stuffed 
and 


braised slowly with very little water 
In a covered pan. 


Many dishes may be prepared after 


stewing rabbit till tender. 
The meat 


may be cut from the bones in large 
pieces and served as rabbit pie, or a 
gravy made 
from 
the broth, with 


either a pastry or biscuit crust. Any 
broth not used makes excellent soup. 
Rabbit salad.may be mixed with celery 
In the same proportions as chicken 
salad—two parts of diced cold cooked 
meat to one part of chopped celery 
and one-half part of salad dressing. 
The boiled rabbit may be served as a 
stew by adding potatoes, carrots und 
onions when the meat is partly cooked. 
The liquid in which the stew 'is cooked 
should be thickened. A spiced rabbit 
stew appeals to many persons. 
The 


seasonings consist of six slices of ba- 
con, chopped, a minced onion of me- 
dium size, two tablospoonfuls of suit, 
one-fourth teuspoonful of per-per und 
one tablespoonful of whole cloves in u 
bag, all covered with boiling water 


and stewed slowly together till the 
rabbit is tender. A brown sauce is 
made separately and poured over the 
rabbit, which is then simmered two 
hours. 


First Fried, Then Simmered. 


The flavor of many slowly cooked 


rabbit dishes is improved by first 
browning the pieces of -rabbit in a 
lijtle bacon or other fut und then 
cooking them slowly either in water 
or in u gravy made from the same fat. 
Fricasseed rabbit is first browned and 
then boiled. It is often "served with 
steamed dumplings, made like biscuit 
dough with the addition of an egg und 
steamed in the gravy of the fricassee. 
Casserole rabbit is cut up und browned 
In bacon fat) then arranged in u cas- 
serole with strips of fried bacon, sliced 
onions and potatoes, dredged lightly 
with flour und covered with water. 
The casserole should be covered tight- 
ly and slowly baked for two hours. 


A tomato sauce may be used instead 


of water in the casserole, the potato 
being omitted, or the browned rabbit 
may be simmered in a tomato and 
onion sauce over a low flame till the 
rabbit is tender. 
The tomato sauce 


cooks down and gives a very good 
flavor to the rabbit. 
A savory stew 


may be made after frying the rabbit 
by boiling one medium-sized onion and 
two bay leaves with the meat until it 
is nearly tender. To the fut that was 
used to brown the rabbit add two ta- 
blespoonfuls of flour, mix thoroughly 
und udd one cupful of vinegar. Pour 
this sauce over the meat and simmer 
until it is very tender. 
Serve with 


fresh or canned string beans and a 
dessert of baked apples. 


Other Uses for 
Rabbit. 


Any cold cooked rabbit may be 


ground up and used us u basis for 
hash, croquettes, shepherd's pie, or 
similar dishes. Meat loaf or meat bulls 
may be made of ruw chopped rabbit 
meat in the same way as beef or veal. 
Sausage cakes may be made from 
twice-ground meat with any preferred 
seasoning. 
If pork flavor is desired 


one part fat pork may be mixed with 
two parts ground rabbit meat. Very 
good sausage flavor will result from 
mixing the following proportions: two 
pounds twice-ground rabbit meat, one 
minced onion (which 'may be omitted) 
one tablespoonful salt, one teuspoon- 
ful pepper, one und one-half teaspoon- 
fuls powdered sage, one bay leaf, 
pinch each of thyme und allspice, four 
to six tablespoonfuls finely crumbed 
dry bread or cracked crumbs, one beat- 
en egg und one-half cup of rich sweet 
milk.

The CongrpsRional Merinl of Honor, 
the highest mllitsry honor which can 
be conferred on an American soldier, 
hag been presented to Private Ster- 
ling Morelock, youngest son of Addi- 
son S. Morelock, of Hanover, and for- 
merly of Silver Run. Md. The young 
man's father would have -svitnessed 
the presentation of the medal, but the 
letter of notification was misdirected 
and didi not reach him in time to go 
to Illiinois. 
Before leaving 
for 
the 
West, several yeaiis ago, young More- 
lock was employed .in Hanover as a 
'printer. 
Private Morelock was called 
'"for conspicuous gallantry and intre- 
pidity above and beyond the call of 
duty in action w^Mh Ihe enemy, near 
Kxermont, France, on Oct. 4, 1918." 
This was only seven days before the 
Armistice was signed. 
He led a pa- 
trol in advanco of his) company undeV 
intense rifle, artillery and 
machine 
gun fire, and cleaned out five machine- 
gun nests, of from ohe to five guns 
each, and held the situation until the 
arrival of his comir:any 
commander 
with 
reinforcements. 
He also 
used 
ton German prisoners, he had captur- 
ed, to cany the wounded to the hos- 
pital.

3. :^Iartha Cumherecl About :^luch 
Serving (v. 40). 
Roth sisters loved 
the Lord. 
It would be impossible to 
say which loved the more; but Martha 
was bent on providing a line meal for 
Him. 
She wtis trying to do so many 
things that she was on the verge "of 
distraction. 
This had so completely 
got on her nerves that she found fault 
with Jesus for permitting 
Mary to 
leave the kitchen to listen to His 
teaching. 
Not only did she criticize 
her sister and Jesus, but she assumed 
the authority to command Him to send , 
Mary back to the kitchen to help.

He declared that but one 
thing was needful, an9 that Mary had 
chosen that good part which could not 
be taken

from her. 


II. J e s u s Among Foes (11:1^-28; 29- 
32; 37-54). 


1. Charged With Being in League 
With the Devil (vv. 14-23). 
Being un- 
willing to receive Him as the Son of 
God, and yet unable to account for 
His miglJly works, they declared He 
was easting out demons through Beel- 
zebub. the chief of demons. 
Jesus 
exposed tlie fallacy of their reasoning 
by showing that in that case Satan 
would be arrayed against himself, and 
therefore would destroy his own king- 
dom. 


2. liefused to Believe His Miracles 
(vv. 29-32). 
They a.sked for a sign, 
to which He replied that lliey wouhl 
have a sign from heaven* in Hife death 
and res"urrection. 
He reminded tliem, 
however, that their request 
siiowed 
unbelief surpassing tliat of the heath- 
en que^n .of the SiUUh. and the wicked 
people of Nineveh. 


3. Wickedness Denounced (vv. 37- 
04). 
He pronounced six woes upon 
those who ^vere opposing Him ¡ind 
seeking His destruction. 


(1) Tlie Pharisees (vv. 37-41). These 
He 
denounced 
for 
(a)' 
punctil- 
iously observing some minute rite> and 
at the same time breaking tlie Ten 
Commandments. Tiiey carefully titlied 
the small herbs of the.garden, wliile 
practicing injustice to their 
fellow- 
men and withholding love from God. 
He pointed out to them the folly of 
attending to these external acts while 
the lieart was iilled with wi^»kedness. 
(b) 
Desiring public recognition (v. 
43). 
Tiiis is a common sin today. 


(c) For feigning humility (v. 44). He 
compares tiieir hypocrisy to grave.> 
which are on a level with the ground 
and may be stepped upon unconsciou.s- 
ly by someone, and thus deilled. 
We 
can avoid those who make tlieir van- 
ity Unown by boasting, but s(jnie are 
niied with tliis same wickedness who 
do not tims nmke it known. 


(2) The Lawyers (vv. 45-54). Jesus' 
strictures on tlje iiypocritical 
Pliari- 
sees aroused the lawyers, one of wiioni 
indignantly declared; "You are in.sult- 
ing us also.*' 
In replying to tliis 
Clirist pronounced tiiree woes upon 
them: (a) for placing burden.some re- 
quirements upon tJie peojde to wjiicli 
they 
tliejiiselves 
would not sumbit 
(v. 4G). (b) For the murder of God's 
prophets (vv. 47-51). 
He showed 
tlmt tlieir attitude toward Him was 
the same 
tlmt was «hown to the 
propiiets hy their fathers, (c) For 
keeping back the knowledge of God 
by false interpretation of the Si'rip- 
tures 
(vv. 52-54). 
Tliere 
is no 
wickedness perljaps so great as that 
of supposed teachers of God's Word 
who keep its precious truths from 
the people by penerting its meaning.
